Sparks From Fr, Mark 

In last week's bulletin, there was a statement 
on the death penalty by Bishop Cupich and 
Bishop Swain of the Diocese of Sioux Falls, 


in which they lifted up the teachings and the 
work of Pope John Paul II on capital 
punishment, and offered quotes from the 
Catechism of the Catholic Church on the 
morality of the death penalty. 

We read from their statement last week: 

“Pope John Paul II, a man respected by people 
of all faiths and those of no faith, understood 
that the preeminent moral challenge facing 
our time is the defense of the sacredness and 
value of human life. For this reason, he 
resolutely called for the abolition of capital 
punishment, arguing that when the protection 
of others is not an issue; the use of the death 
penalty cannot be morally defended. 
Undoubtedly, the safety of society, which 
includes prison personnel and other inmates, 
is a grave obligation on the part of the state. 
However, with the steady improvement in the 
organization of the penal system, threats to 
society and the prison population by convicted 
criminals ‘are very rare, if not practically non¬ 
existent,’ as noted by the Catechism of the 
Catholic Church (2267).” 

Our Bishops go on to say! 

“We should not attempt to teach that killing is 
wrong by state-sanctioned killing. This is 
precisely the moment for us as a state and for 
our leaders to affirm that those who commit 
horrific crimes will be held accountable for 
their actions, but in a way that teaches the 
sacredness of all persons gifted by God with 
life. This is a message we desperately need in 
our time, as this brutal murder so painfully 
reminds us. We have had enough violence in 
our society. The death penalty only adds 
more. As I understand it that our State 
Government by law has to give a 48-hour 
notification to when the execution of the 
Elijah Page will take place. During that time, 
we as a parish community will gather as a 
community of faith to continue to pray for 
healing of Chester Poage family and friends 
for the great suffering Elijah Page has caused 
them in the brutal death of Chester. We also 
pray for Elijah Page that he might change his 
heart and choose to live in prison the rest of 
his life with out parole seeking the mercy and 
forgiveness that comes from Christ, as the 
repentant thief encounter the mercy of Jesus. 
We will be using our parish prayer teams to 
let know when our vigil liturgy will be. You 
can also check our parish web page or call the 
parish office for the date and time. Again, this 
depends on the announcement of the state.”

Reflection 

•Have you ever received God’s comfort? 

•How is the world crucified? 

•Where do you see the Kingdom of God at 
hand for you? 

The Eucharist is the silence of God, the 
weakness of God. He reduces himself to bread 
while the world is so noisy, so agitated, so 
confused. 

It is as if the world and the Eucharist are 
walking in opposite directions. And they seem 
to be getting farther and farther apart. 

One has to be courageous to avoid being 
carried away by the world’s march. One needs 
faith and will-power to go cross-current 
toward the Eucharist—to stop, to be silent, to 
worship. And one needs strong faith to 
understand the impotence and defeat which 
the Eucharist represents, and that the 
impotence and defeat of the Eucharist today 
represents the impotence and defeat of 
Calvary yesterday. And yet this powerless 
Jesus, nailed down and annihilated, is the God 
of the Impossible, the Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the end. 1
